educator as President Nicholas Murray Butler of Columbia 
University, who in his annual report touches forcibly on tha 
subject and clearly sets forth his reasons for opposing the step 
advocated by those who appear to feel that practically all the 
affairs of (he people should be under direct control of the 
fed- 


eral government. This paper has many times spoken of the 
drift in this direction, of which tliis proposal is a conspicuous 
illustration, and gladly welcomes to the list of opponents such 
2'power in the educational world as Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler, who urges.the continuance-of "the free and natural 
system of education that has grown up among us, slating that 
the glory and successes of education in the United States are 
3ue to its reflection lo the needs and ambitions and capacities 
.of.local communities, and to Us*being kept in close and con- 
stant touch.with the people themselves." After pointing on 
the unhappy effects of the German educational system Presi- 
dent Duller goes oil lo.say:'atp set up-such a system here 
.would be (o lap the federal treasury in the'guise of aiding th 
states, to establish again ah army of bureaucrats in Washing- 
ton, 
and to aid in effecting'so great a Devolution'in oui 


American form of government as one day lo endanger ifs

Here is something worth pondering by those who incline lo 


the belief that Ihe condition of this country can be bettered by 
the abandonment of Ihe principle'of local self-government and 
placing practically all the affairs of (he people under oversight 
and control of the federal government. 


.This-republic was, hot founded on Ihe German plan or that 


of any other foreign power,-.11 was founded on the principle 
of ruVby the people—Ihe s'lates.'counties, (owns and munici- 
palities'managing their own affairs in their own way, the gen- 
eral government confining its attention to such matters as con- 
cern all alike. 
• 


•It.was'a good beginning and the system has worked well so 


long and so far as it.has been adhered to. But iiijeceul years 
there has developed a tendency on the part of the lesser bodies 
to pushlsome of their cares and responsibilities pff upon.the 
shoulders of authorities "higher up," while at the same time 
those authorities have not been averse lo reaching do\vn_and 
assuming sway where their hands had no business to be. 


Jt is a growing evil, one that should be checked before it 


proceeds further, and it is encouraging lo kno-wlhat it is be- 
ginning to beyrecognized, with all the danger it entails. 
If 


.this is to remain'a government of, by and for (he people il 
must be understood lliat the people have something to do. 
To 


shirk their responsibilities and turn/them over to the federal 
government means a relinq'uishment of their rights, privileges 
and duties, tying their hands and placing themselves in a posh 
lion lo lake what is handed down to them and ask no ques- 
tions.
